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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,345,489 to Everts et al. 

The Everts '489 patent discloses a portable handheld work apparatus. The apparatus 
comprises a work apparatus having a drive motor (28) and a work tool (86), a transport wheel 
(18), and first (27) and second (generally at 72) struts for connecting the transport wheel (18) to 
the work apparatus. The first strut has a first end (top face) facing away from the transport 
wheel. The first strut rotatably mounts (30) the work apparatus at the first end. The second strut 
(72) has a first end facing away from the transport wheel. The second strut fixes the work 
apparatus at first and second attachment points (see 82). 

Regarding claims 2-19: The first strut defines an axis of rotation (30). The first and 
second attachment points of the second strut are first and second distances from the axis of 
rotation. [The attachment points are in a straight line, and the line is tangent to the axis of 
rotation, with point B indicating the radius from the axis of rotation. Thus, points A and C will 
be at greater distances from the axis of rotation than point B.] The transport wheel (18) is in the 
region of the frame where the second strut is fixed at the first attachment point (see Fig. 2), and 
the wheel is a distance from the second attachment point (A or C). The attachment points are 
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configured as detent recesses (Fig 15 - 84). A bolt (55) extends transversely to the strut to act 
with the detent recesses to fix the wheel relative to the frame (40) of the work apparatus. The 
detent recesses (84) are formed in a rail (72). The first strut (27) is releasably fixed on the work 
apparatus. The second strut has a plurality of attachment points (see Figs. 14-15) to fix the work 
apparatus. The apparatus has a second wheel (18). The work apparatus is a motorized cultivator 
(Fig. 6).
